Fixed Salaries 
In eases of salaries of officers 
such as sheriff, treasurer, county 
clerk and circuit clerk the com 
pensation is fixed by the Constitu­ 
tion and has not been changed 
throughout many, many years de 
spite inflationary trends. However, 
ways have been set up to take care 
of enough increase to make the 
political office worth running for. 
For example, the salary of the 
county clerk is set at $2,500 in coun­ 
ties of this size. 
He gets this s a l ­ 
ary, plus $2,500 for acting as clerk 
of the county court, and that gives 
him $5,000 
a year, a workable 
wage. 
Receiving $5,000 also is the cir­ 
cuit clerk, who receives $2,500 for 
being circuit clerk, as provided for 
by law, and he also receives $2,500 
annually for being the recorder 
The sheriffs salary is set at $2.* 
SOO and it cannot be raised, but 
starting Dec, I of 1953 the sheriff 
was granted $2,500 for being su­ 
pervisor of safety, which now gives 
him $5,000 a year. The treasu rer’s 
salary also is fixed at $2,500, but 
$2,000 compensation is added as 
office expense. 
County Judge Gets Raise 
The county judge is getting a 
raise in pay with the starting of the 
new' term in December, 1954, and 
the amount is being raised from 
Delivery $4,860 to $7,200. This increase was 
put in by the state legislature in 
1953. 
The state's attorney’s salary is 
also $7,200, having started with the 
term two years ago. 
The pay of the county superinten 
dent of schools, will be hiked to 
$6,600 in counties the size of Saline 
starting with the December, 1954 
term. 
Pay of the coroner, starting last 
December, is $2,000 a year but this 
includes his expenses as well as 
his wages 
Men deputy sheriffs now receive 
$300 monthly, the county board of 
supervisors raising their wages last 
fall to equal the pay of city police­ 
men. 
City 
policemen’s 
.salaries 
was raised to $300 by the state leg­ 
islature, 
Most employes in the court house 
receive $2,400 a year, but a few 
chief deputies get $2,700.

The jury Thursday branded the 
investigators as “over zealous’* and 
rapped them for failing to supply 
corroborative evidence saving that 
public property of “substantial val­ 
ue has been taken bv state employ­ 
ees for a period of 12 years,” 
The jury blamed ttie investigat 
ors’ failure to get the dates and 
times of the thefts as one of the 
main reasons why they could not 
indict any of those accused of the 
thefts. 
( m nmend Director 
The jury recommended possible 
legislative action to Correct condi­ 
tions at all state institutions and 
urged the separation of adm inis­ 
trative and medical departm ents in 
all institutions and the building of 
a new one million dollar kitchen at 
the Kankakee hospital 
The jury noted in its report that 
changes are needed in the inst Hu 
lions and commended Dr. Otto U. 
Bettas, state welfare director, for 
instituting reforms 
They also said Walter Peters and

It also unanimously recommend­ 
ed pay hikes of $10,000 each for 
the vice president and speaker of 
the House, and salary boosts rang­ 
ing from $12,500 to $14,500 a year 
for “ overworked and poorly paid” 
federal judges, 
The 18 man commission estim at­ 
ed the net Cost at $7,508,793. 
It 
(ailed this a small price to pay 
for “ the a d v a n ce m e n t of the pub­ 
lic interest which is served,” 
It said the present low salaries 
not only drive competent officials 
into private employment but tend 
“ to confine these important posi­ 
tions to persons 
of independent 
wealth or outside earnings.” “The 
dangers” of the latter, it observed, 
“ are too obvious for com m ent.” 
The commission also recom m end­ 
ed “ adequate" 
meaning bigger— 
expense allowances for congress­ 
men and creation of a pension ays-

last boost in congressional pay. 
The commission said the same 
arguments hold true for federal 
judges who are “ so poorly paid” 
they find if difficult to maintain 
the way of life that is the neces­ 
sary complement of the respect and 
dignity inherent in our courts.” 
It recommended increases in the 
$10,000 expense money allotted the 
vice president and speaker.

cause the average m em ber’s ex­ 
penses are so heavy he has to dip 
into his own pocket to make ends 
meet.
